T have a story to tell my little readers, of 
a little hero, which is every word of it true.

When 
he had saved sixty dollars he applied, and 
was admitted to the college, and went 
through the course. As soon as out, he 
got a good situation in an insurance office. 
To this was soon added the treasurers’s du- 
ties, with a handsome increase of salary. 
His faithfulness and ability soon won him a 
place in a bank, at a salary of fifteen hun. 
dred dollars a year. Ina bank he still is— 
a boy yet, I should think, not twenty years 
old.

Mrs. Thorston has twice visited 
America, but Mr. Thurston has never left the 
islands during these forty years! The Rev. 
Mr. Bingham retarned to the United States 
in 1841, and is now residing in New Haven, 
Ct. Mrs. B. died in the United States 
Feb. 27, 1848. The Rev. S. Whitney was 
located at Waimea, Kanai, and died March 
20, 1846. Mrs. W. is now on her passage 
around Cape Horn to the United States. 
The other members of the company have 
died, or are now residing in the United 
States.

The Falls of Niagara Surpassed in India. 


Did any of our readers ever hear of the 
Gairsoppo Falls, near Honore? If not, 
they will probably read with some pleasure 
a description which has just appeared in the 
Calcutta papers. It is curious that a fall 
six times the depth of Niagara should re- 
main almost unknown. From the village 
Gairsoppa, reached by a river of the same 
name, the writer was carried for twelve 
miles up the Malimunee Pass, and reached 
the Falls Bungalow, about three hoars and 
a half after leaving the top of the Pass.— 
An amphitheatre of woods, and a river 
about five huodred yards wide, rushing and 
boiling to a certain point, where it is lost 
in @ | mist, and in an unceasing 
deafenidg roar, must first be imagined.— 
Leaving Bungalow on the Madras side of 
the river, and descending to a position be- 
low the river level, you work your way up 
carefully and tediously over slippery rocks 
until you reach a point where a rock about 
twice the size of a man’s body juts out over 
a precipice. Resting flut upon the rock, 
and looking over it, you see directly before 
you two out of the four principal falls; these 
two are called the ‘“ Great Fall” and the 
** Rocket.” The one contains a large body 
of water, the main body of the river, per- 
haps fifty yards across, which falls massive- 
ly and apparently sluggishly into the chasm 
below, and the other centains a smaller 
body of water, which shoots out in succes- 
sive sprays over successive points of rocks, 
till it falls into the same chasm. This chasm 
is at least nine hundred feet in depth—six 
times the depth of Niagara Falls, which 
are about one hundred and fifty feet, and 

aps a quarter to half a mile in width. 
These are the first two falls to be visited. 
Then move a little below yoor first position, 
and you will observe first a turgid boiling 
body of water of greater volume than the 
Rocket Fall, rashing and steaming down in- 
to the same chasm; this is the third falli— 
Then, carryiag your eye & 
little further down, you will observe anoth- 
er fall, the loveliest, softest, and most grace- 
ful of all, being a broad expanse of shallow 
water falling ‘like Transparent silver lace 
over a smooth sarface of poli rock into 
the same. chasm; this is La .Dame 
Blanch,” and the White Lady of Avenel 
could not have been more graceful and 
ethereal.

_ Mr. Bancroft, in the first yolume of his 
History of the United States, gives an ac- 
count of the early traffic of the Europeans 
in slaves. In the middle ages, the Venit- 
ians parchased white men aad. Christians 
and others, and sold them to the Saracens 
in Sicily and Spain. In Englan3 the Anglo- 
Saxon nobility sold their servants as slaves 
to foreigners. The Portuguese first im- 
ported negro slaves from Western Africa 
into Earope in 1442. Spain soon engaged 
in the traffic, and negro slaves abound in 
some places of that kingdom. * After Amer- 
ica was discovered, the Indians of Hispan- 


iola were imported into Spain and made 
slaves. edast of 


North America, aud kidaapped. thousands 
of the Indians, whom they trarsported into 
slavery in Earope and the West Indies. — 
Columbus, himself, ensldved 500 native 
Americans and sevt them into Spain, that 
they might be publicly soldat Seville. This 
practice of selling North American Indians 
into foreign bondage, continued for nearly 
two centuries. Negro slavery was first in- 
troduced into America by Spanish slave- 
holders who emigrated with their negroes. 
A royal edict of Spain. authorized negro 
slavery in America in 1503. King Ferdi- 
nand himself sent from Seville fifty slaves 
to labor in the mines. In ¥511, the direct 
traffic in slaves between Afriea and Hispan- 
iolia was enjoined by ordinance, 
Las Casas who saw the Indians vanish 
away like dew before the.crueltics of the 
Spaniards, snggested that the negroes, who 
alone could endure severe toils, might be 
further employed. This wasin 1518. The 
mistaken benevolence of Las Casas extended 
the slave trade which had been accom- 
plished. 

Sir John Hawkins was the first English- 
man that engaged in the slave trade. In 
1652 he transported a large cargo of Af- 
ricans to Hispaniola. In 1657 another ex- 
pedition was prepared, and Queen Elizabeth 
protected and shared in the traffic. Haw- 
kins, in one of his expeditions, set fire to an 
African city, and ont of 3000 inhabitants 
succeeded in seizing 260, James Smith of 
Boston, and Thomas Keyser, first brought 
upon the colonies the guilt of participating 
in the slave trade. In 1645 they imported 
a cargo of negroes. Throughout Massa- 
chusetts the cry of justice was raised against 
them as malefactors and murderers; the 


| guilty men were committed for the offience, 


and the representatives of the people or- 
dered the negroes to be restored to their 
native country at the public expense. At 
a later period there were both Indixn and 
negro slaves in Massachusetts. In 1620, 
Datch ship entered James:river, and landed 
twenty negroes for sale.

increased riches are not, owing to the num- 
ber of its inhabitants, its extent of terri- 
tory, the richness of its soil, or the pam 
of its climate; the source of its great weal 
lies beneath its surface, in the deep and 
dark coal mine, where the Author of Crea- 
tion has stored up the accumulated vegeta- 
tion of bygone ages for the development 
and use of this age.of steam, iron and map- 
ufaetures. The skies of Italy and France 
are sunny and bright, and the purple vine 
covers the slopes of Burgundy and Pied- 
mont; while the skies of England are 
murky, and the sunlight, even in flowery 
Devonshire, is too cold for the grape to 
yield its fruitage.

It covers eight to ten 
thousand acres of ground and has an aver- 
age depth of fifteen feet. It has capacity 
for 30 sluice-heads for ten months in the 
year.— San Andreas Independent.

It lies in Yolo and 
Colusi counties, and comprises nearly all 
the land lying between a line five miles west 
of the river and the mountains. Excellent 
crops were formerly raised in that section, 
and much money has been expended in im- 
proving farms, but there has been wo rain 
for the past five or six years, and farmers 
have been forced from their lands in search 
of more eligible locations.

The French Government has revoked the 
articles of the concession[?], that no bull, 
brief, rescript, mandate, or other document 
from the Court of Rome, even regarding a 
private person, can be received, published, 
or otherwise put into execution without the 
authorization of Government. 


The Sardinian Parliament opened April . 


2d. The King was received with inde- 
scribable applause, and delivered a speech 
returning thanks to France for her services 
in behalf of Italy. He adverted to the 
cession of Savoy and Nice, and the annexa- 
tion of Emilia and Tuscany. He declares 
his.object to be the welfare of the people 
and greatness of the country, no longer the 
Italy of the Romans, nor that of the Middle 
Ages, but the Italy of the Italians. 

Prince Carignan has published a pro- 
clamation to the Tuscans. He says the 
King’s resolution is to achieve their happi- 
ness to the fullest extent which their con- 
duct has merited. 

Gen. Ortejo, with 3000 men, had ‘pro- 
claimed Don Carlos, King of Spain. The 
revolutionists were coneentrated in the town 
of Torhovalo, near Valencia. 

Although no military movement has yet 
taken place at Naples, the Propaganda in 
favor of annexation to Sardinia is daily be- 
comming more daring. 


The British Parliament had-adjourned to | 


the 16th of April. 
The Income Tax bill had passed. 


The British officers are determined to 
stop the fisticutt; the two bruisers (Heenan 


and Sayers) are to be put under heavy bonds 
to keep the peace for a year; and if they 
cannot find the security, they will be im- 
prisoned. 

Austria had made an official and public 
protest against the annexations to Sardinia. 

Some persons from Geneva had made a 
menacing demonstration and hoisted the 
Swiss flag. The mext day, another part 
started on a steamer. The Savoyards ay 
lected in force on the shores of Lake Ge- 
neva, and ‘energetically repulsed 3000 
Genevese, who came for the purpose of at- 
tacking Charblay and Francignan. 

On the Ist April, the French-troops en- 
tered Nice. According to one account, their 
reception was cold ; by another, enthusiastic. 

Lord John Russell had made a speech 
saying the British Government would re- 
cognize the late annexations of territory to 
Sardinia. 

Senator Wilson, April 16, offered, in the 
Senate, a bill to suppress the slave trade. 
It is very stringent, provides for building 
five steamers suitable for the coast of Afri- 
ca, etc. 

Mr. Mason presented the returns of the 
U. S. Marshals in the cases of John Brown, 
Jr., and Sanborn, neither of whom could be 
arrested unless armed force were used. 
Both subjects were referred to the Judiciary. 

Mr. Brown’s Territorial resolutions were 
taken up, when Mr. Latham addressed the 
Senate. He argued that there was no irre- 
pressible conflict between labor and capital ; 
there was no capital State without its being 
a labor State. He questioned the motives 
of the Republican party, and denounced the 
Irrepressible Conflict as a Northern ab- 
straction. 

A resolution appropriating $50,000 to 
defray the expenses of the Japanese Em- 
bassy passed, as well as an appropriation of 
$25,000 for mail facilities in Western Kan- 
sas, and $38,000 to defray expenses of In- 
vestigating Committee. 

Mr. Kennedy gave notice of a bill for 
the transportation of the mails by railroad 
to the Pacific. 

Mr, Nicholson, of Tennessee, reported 
the Homestead bill, in a modified form, lim- 
iting its provisions to heads of families, re- 
quiring the paying of twenty-five cents per 
acre, a five years’ residence, and reserving 
lands subject to private entry. 

Mr. Gwin offered some amendments, le- 
galizing the occupation of mineral lands in 
California and Oregon by citizens of the 
United States. The object of ‘'Gwin’s 
amendment is to drive the Chinese from the 
mines. 

In the House, the Deficiency bill passed 
by a vote of 79 to 63. 

The Commistioner. of Patents has grant- 
ed an extension of the House Telegraph 
patent for seven years. 

The House Terri Committee has 
ordered bills to be saa for the several 
new territories, including Nevada and

TAKE CARE OF THE IMPLEMENTS. 

Examining a. Mowing machine a few days 
since, I observed, painted upon a conspicu- 
ous part of it, the words, “Keep your knives 
sharp.” The manufacturer bad, I presume, 
learned to know that very many of the fail- 
ures on the part of farmers to make their 
mowing machines work satisfactorily, pro- 
ceeded from a want of attention to the in- 
janction contained in the four words so con- 
spicuously painted upon the machine. It 
seems strange that any such admonition 
should be necessary, bat “facts are stub- 
born things,” and it cannot be denied that 
too little attention is given to our imple- 
ments, when in use, or when not in use.— 
No sation expends so much money for im- 
plements as the American, and none are so 
careless of them. In fact, the purchase of 
improved implements is one of the heaviest 
taxes im apon us: but it is equally 
clear that we double our taxation in this 
particulur by our abuse of them. Now 
is the proper time, therefore, to direct 
their attention to this matter. Where shall 
they begin? With the first tool or imple- 
ment they meet after reading this. If they 
have done with plowing and harrowing for 
the season, let every plow, harrow, and cul- 
tivator be taken to the implement honse, 
presuming, of course, that every well-con- 
ducted farm is provided with one of these 
indispensables. Every shovel, hoe, spade, 
er rake should be similarly cared for, and 
the first leisure hour, or rainy day, appro- 
priated to putting them in proper order for 
use at any moment, By this I mean, that 
every part of every tool should be carefully 
examined; every nut and bolt should be 
seen to; the adhering dirt shonld be wash 
ed from both iron and wood work; and this 
should -be done before the bright or polish- 


ed parts, as mold-boards, &c., begin to rust. 


Apply a little tallow or oil to these parts; 
procure some good oil paint, (the best is 
the cheapest,) and give a coat of it to ev- 
ery part of tue wood-work. One coat of 

int is worth half a dozen of varnish, at 
east such varnish as is usually onptes to 
agricultural implemente. Examine mow. 
ing-machine koives, file or grind out the 
nicks, pat a good edge on them, and after 
oiling them to prevent rust, lay them care- 
folly aside. Remove all the gummed oil 
from the gearing and journals of your 
mowers, thrashers, corn-sheliers, &c.; have 
the blunted harrow-teeth taken to the smith 
end pointed, and do not forget to have the 
plowshare laid anew, and the coulter or cut- 
ter of the plow sharpened. In a word, 
have every thing in such order that it will 
be ready when wanted. This, properly at- 
tended to, will save to one half of our farm- 
ers one half of the annual outlay for imple- 
ments. ‘Try it for one season, and my word 
for it the system will be adopted by every 
one who has any disposition or desire to 
economise his expenditures—Farmer and 
Gardener. 


Cereals and Fruits in the Mountains. 

_ Tn this section of the State there will be 
this year, a third more ground cultivated 
in the céreals than last:year; and it is per- 
haps safe to estimate a third greater yield 
per acre. The increase in the yield, per 
acre, is attributable to the fact that culti- 
vators are beginning better to understand 
the soil and climate with which they have 
todeal. They know better when to sow 
their grain; how to plow; and they have 
discovered the valae and importance of ma- 
nure. Three years ago everybody neglect- 
ed the offal from their harvests and stables. 
Now, there is no article more taken care of 
or more judicionsly distributed by the 
mounteio farmer, than manure, in all its 
forms and shapes, from the old bones scat- 
tered around butcher shops, to the saw-dust 
heaped up about lumber mills. The effects 
of this economy are beginning to show 
favorably everywhere. Fields that two 
years ago were considered exhausted ‘by 
tlhe two or three successive unmanured 
crops immediately preceding, are now rank 
with oats, or barley, or wheat. Apart from 
the superior skill and industry of the hus- 
bandman, the present season has been a 
most excellent one for grain crops. Early 
and copious fall rains fuvored seasonable 

ing. and. sowing; and late spring rains 
the ett that nature ould do for 
the growing crops. An abundant harvest 
may be 

The grape and fruit crop will show a still 
larger increase than the cereals—at least 
in localities of no greater altitade than this 
place, Mokelumne Hill or Angels. There 
is @m increase over last year, of 100 per 
cent. in bearing trees lat vines; and the 
trées will be fuller of fruit. Peaches, plams, 

ricots, nectarines and cherries are now 
recore from any frosts which may reasona- 

y be expected. Prices of fruit will be 
much lower than. last. year, bet jost as the 
prices decline the consumption will increase 
and the market for fruit ealarge.— San An- 
dreas Independent. 


Small Pens for Fattening Swine. 

Feom observation, extending Over doz-» 
en years Or more, made in villages and in 
rural districts, we have noticed that the fat- 
mt and the best pork is made ‘in the form- 
er, where one or two pigs are usually kept 
in a small pen. The villager bas but small 
room, and crowds his pig into narrow quar- 
ters forthe whole year: is fed on slops 
for eight months, end for the last four is 
crammed with scalded Indian meal. He 


gets pork of decidedly better quality than 


he cam porchase, and gets it a 
ole rev. of the animal is 
his training, into the production of flesh a 
fat. The pigs of the farmer, on the other 
hand, rap in pasture, or on the common, for 
six oreight months, and are shut up, a doz-

en or-more; imalarge pen, to fatten, be- 


cause he bas plenty of room. The energy 
of thé animal bas gone very to ‘the 
development of snout and feet, and the pro- 
nsity to run and to root is not circum- 
‘very much in’ his\rodémy pes. By 
Chtistmias, he is not much more than tw 
thirds fattened, and be has cons apie 
as finch as thé village pig, which is ready 
for the knife. We-heve-two yoarling pigs, 
good four hundred and fifty pounds of pork, 
by Christmas, they have fever been out of 
a pen eight feet by twelve since they were 
eight weeks old. Small pens, kept dry, 


and regular feeding, is the secret of their 
thrift.— Selected. 


A writer in Blackwood’s Maga zine, speak- 
ing of horse-dealing in Syria and of the 
color of Arab horses, says:—‘‘Gray of va- 
rious shades, bay, chestnut and brown are 
the ordinary, and it may almost be said 
the only colors of Arab horses. The com- 
monest of all colors is one which I recollect 
as being very frequent among the Arabs 
met. in India, a dark, aniform, nutmeg gray. 
Light gray verging on white is neither rare 
nor pecuiiar to old borses. Next to gre 
in freqaeney comes bay and chestnut, tb 
fine and rich in quality, and the letter so 
prized above all colors by the Arabs, that 
they have a saying that, if you ever hear of 
a horse performing any remarkable feat, 
you will be sure to find upon inquiry that 
he is a chestnut. Brown is not unfreqaent, 
and in my register of horses bronght from 
Anazeh, I find one black. But 80 rare is 
that color, that if I had merely trusted to 
my recollectiou, I should have said I never 
saw a black horse in the desert. Of other 
colors I saw none, except in the solitary in- 
stance, of a skewbald; and I cannot, at this 
moment, undertake to say that he was an 
Anazeh, or belonged to some of the tribes 
where the purity of the breed can less be 
depended on.” 


FARMERS’ DAUGHTERS. 


There is no farmhouse where the daugh- 
ter of a wise pains-taking mother may not 
grow up lady-like and pleasing to the eye 
of the most refined. One, the child of very 
humble, hard-working parents, rises before 
me while I write—a fair, sweet vision. — 
With her round, rosy face, ber smoothly 
brushed folds of dark hair, her sunny smile, 
her gentle tones of voice, her elastic move- 
mente, graceful because unconscious and 
perfeetly nataral, her trim little figure ar- 
ranged in deep calico of modest colors, 
neatly but simply made—she is an object 
on which the eye of the fastidious dweller 
in the city avenue could not help looking 
with delight, so fresh, so watural, so kind 
and pure looking is she, She is as ignorant 
of all that boarding schools can teach as a 
child; bat she can wash and iron, make 
bread and batter, and cheese, cook a good 
farmer's dinner, and set the hendiest of lit- 
tle stitches in all kinds of plain sewing; 
she has learned it all of that excellent kind 
mother. 


Revier ror Cuoxep Cartrie.—It some- 
time happens with. the most careful feed- 
ing, that an animal gets choked. The safe- 
ty of a creature at such a time not unfre- 
quently depends on prompt action. To 
know what to do in an emergency is highly 
important. A member of the Harvest 
Club, who has had much experience and 
snecess, thos speaks: “ A turnip will dis- 
solve in the throat, and pass away under 
the action of the gastric juice, in six hours. 
If the animal finds it difficalt to breathe, 


turn some oil or melted lard down the 
Sach remedies as smashing the 


substance in the gullet, crowding down the 
obstraction with a limber'stick, or putting 
one’s arm down the throat, are more dan- 
gerous.” Although this gentleman feeds 
more than a thousand bushels of roots a 
yeur, he has never lost an animal by chok- 
ing, and never cuts his roots, unless for 
some animal having poor teeth. Natural 
teeth, he claims, are the cheapest root-cut- 
ters. 


Loox at THE Portnts.— Most persons 
think that a finely-bred horse must breed 
good’ colts, without ever looking over bis 
points; and many who are desirous of breed- 
ing a race-horse, will put a fine mare to a 
very Ordinary looking and badly shaped 
horse, merely because he was got by sucha 
horse’ From such breeding, weeds must 
come. But the finest race-horses are not 
those who will get the best half-breed horses 
for all work.— Farmer and Planter.

QuAKER Puppine.— Five eggs, one qt. 
of sweet milk, three teacupsful of flour, and 
a little salt; beat the whites of the eggs to 
a stiff froth, beat the yolks in flour after, 
adding a teacupful of milk; to the batter 
add a quart of milk; and lastly, add the 
whites. Beat well, and bake thirty min- 
utes. Trim to suit the taste. 


Waite Movuntarxn Caxe.—One pound 
of flour, one pound of white sugar, half a 
pound of butter, six eggs, one teacupful of 
sweet milk, one small teaspoonful of salera- 
tus dissolved in the milk—two teaspoonsful 
of cream tartar mixed with the flour.

Liaw how 

Works. 

This abeurd and iniquitous law, got up apparently only 
witha view to the spotis of offiee, is at length nominally 
in force, but whether from the incong nature of its 
provisions, or a reeklessness on the part of the recipi- 
ent of party favor, its requirements are far from being 
complied with. Indeed the questionable good it was 
at all calculated to effect, seems overlooked by the in- 
spector in his desire to grasp the profits of his office, 
Or, possibly, the contempt which the enactmeat itself 
is calculated to inspire, has begot in the mind of that 
official an almost total disregard of its provisions, 
far as these refer to anything beyond a collection 
fees. 

The law demands that the appointee of the Governor 
shall give a bond in the sum of. $30.000 for the faithful 
performance of his @uties. ‘On the subject of these 
duties we admit that the law is in some respects ob- 
scure, but enough is explicitly laid down to convince 
us that thus tar numerous infractions of it have been 
committed by the Inspector. 

What regard hashe shown for the provision that the 
contents of every barrel of Beef or Pork submitted to 
inspection shall have been carefully examined by him or 
his deputies. before it can receive hie mark of appro- 
bation in the formof a brand? Is it not his custom to 
examine a few barrels only ot a Jot, and if these satisfy 
him. affix his stencil mark to the whole? The law re- 
quires that each barrel of Beet or Pork shall contain 
two hundred pounds of meat, of particular descrip- 
tions and weight of particular kinds, and that each 
barrel of Pork shal! contain “sixteen pounds of pure 
clean salt,” and of Beei, twenty pounds of such salt, 
and each with a strong pickle. How is the Inspector 
to know whether the entire lot submitted comes up to 
these requirements, unless he has examined critically 
each package? 

The thirteenth section of the law requires that the 
head of each barrel that has passed inspection shall 
bear the ‘‘ distinct brand” of the weight it contains, 
together with the name of the Inspector; and a subse- 
quent clause prescribes a penalty for marking any pack- 
age as containing more than it really contains. From 
the hep-hasard manner of proceeding. to which we 
have adverted, cau the Iuspector guess how often he 
has already become liable to the operation of this 
clause?’ ‘ | 

Then again he shal] ‘‘brand” every package which 
has come up to the required standard ; rusty, or other- 
wise defective provisions only to be marked with paint. 
This is clearly laid down in the seventh section. Noth- 
ing is said about a stencil plate in the entire act. How 
many barrels of Beef or Pork bas the Inspector brand- 
e@ since he has been in office? Astencil mark is not a 
brand. Webster is explicit on this point, and the per- 
son-whe drafted the bill, ae well probably as some of 
those who voted for it, knew very well what they 
meant, and what every body else means, by the word 
brand. A stencil mark can readily be erased—a brand 
cannot, without destroying the surface into which it is 
impressed. A stencil mark is no protection to the seller 
or buyer. 

The law is quite defective in regard to the inspection 
of other than barreled meats; yet it certainly could 
not have contemplated that new and old Bacon, for 
instance, should receive alike the same brand, (or sten- 
cil, if we choose,) of quality. Yet the Inspector, we 
learn, makes no distinction, old Bacon, saleable at 8 or 
9c. # Ib. bearing the same mark as new, worth 16@ 
16c. In this matter, however, the obsourity of 
the Jaw affords a protection to the Inspector. 

In another respect the Inspector seeks and obtains im- 
munity in the absence of prescribed restrictions. The 
Inspector should have, and we believe has, an inspec- 
tion and repacking house; but he is not in the habit, 
we believe, of resorting to it for the purpose of effect- 
ing inspection. The law does not say he shall have 
such a house, and as it may be easier to look overa 
few barrels of provisions on the premises of the owner, 
than to transfer the entire lot to his own premises, and 
there submit each package to acrigid examination, the 
former course is pursued. The barrel is unheaded, the 
meat taken out, and stacked in piles, thus losing a large 
portion of its salt and pickle; then repacked, minus 
the lost salt. and the whole stenciled off as A No. 1. 
This is protecting the consumer—the “‘ honest miner’’ 
who has to pay for it—with a vengeance! Why is not 
the whole transferred to the packing house, and there 
thoroughly examined, the pickle saved, and, with ad- 
ditional salt, should such be necessary, returned to the 
barrel. The law prescribes that the expense of such 


labor on the Inspector, and that he is paid for ade- 
quately by the provisions of the law. 

But it is cheaper to do nothing tor something than to 
afford the quid pro quo,and as the law was doubtless 
intended as a sinecure, it is not likely that conscience 
is severely violated by the neglect of that little good of 
which it might be made susceptible. 

There is one good, however, that must result from 
this loose compliance with the law, and that is, the 
earliest possible repeal of the law itself. Never did the 


consumers of salt provisions receive such questionable 
allotments of this description of food, and all under 


the endorsement of authority, as they are likely to re- 
ceive the present year. Formerly they were protected 
by private inspection, and the character and self-in- 
terest of the provision dealer, The latter is now en 

tirely exonerated, and is in no way responsible for 
what they may receive. The consumer will have the 
satisfaction of paying an additional dollar per barrel 
for his meat, without receiving any guaranty whatever 
ot its quality,

The history of the growth of wool is very curious. 
Fifty years ago nota pound of fine wool was raised in 
the United States, in Great Britain, or in any country 
except Spain. In the latter country, the flocks were 
owned exclusively by the nobility or by the crown.— 
In 1794, a small flock was sent to the Elector of Saxony 
as a present from the King of Spain, whence the entire 
product of Saxony wool, now of such immenge value. 
In 1809, during the second invasion of Spain by the 
French, some ot the valuable crown flocks were sold 
to raise money. The Amercan Consul at Lisbon, Mr. 
Jarvis, purchased fourteen bundred head and sent 
them to this country. A portion of the pure unmixed 
Merino blood of these flocks is to be found in Vermont 
at this time. In 1824 and 1825 quite a speculation in 
Saxony sheep prevailed—iarge numbers were imported 
into Boston. A Saxony ram would bring as high as 
$500; large sums were made and lost during the excite- 


ment. Such was the origin of the immense flocks of 
fine-wooled sheep in the United States — DB.
